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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING September 15,1953 


Hot,dry weather continued over all of the Country west of the Miss- 
issippi River, except for a cold snap at the end of the period in the 
northern and middle Great Plains area. In contrast, cool weather, 
with showers, was the rule for Minnesota, eastern iowa, and 
Illinois eastward through the States bordering the Great Lakes, and 
from northern Virginia northward into the New England States. 
Moderate to locally heavy rains fell during most of the week in all 
of Florida, except the northwestern portion. Cool weather with 
little or no rain continued over the remainder of the southeastern 
portion of the Country. Sunday morning International Falls, Minn., 
and Spooner, Wisconsin, reported 27°. Frost occurred in patches 
from northern Iowa and Minnesota eastward to Michigan, with heavy 
frost reported from sheltered low spots. Some hail damage was 
reported in southern Wisconsin and in parts of northern and central 
Illinois in connection with thunderstorms on the l2th. Temperatures 
above 100° were common in the San Joaquin Valley of California, 
with Red Bluff reporting 109° on the 10th, 13th, and14th. The hot, 
dry weather has increased the fire hazard in forest regions of the |

WHATHER BUREZAD!'S 360-DAY OUTLOCK 
*mid-September, mid-October 1953 


the Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period of mid-Sep- 
tember to mid-October calls for temperatures to average below 
seasonal normals over the eastern half of the nation except for near 
normal in New tingland, Above normal temperatures are predicted 
for western half of the country with greatest departures over the 
Great Basin and the Pacific Northwest. Precipitation is expected 
to be sub-normal over the western 2/3rds of the country, but in 
states along the Atlantic seaboard amounts exceeding normal are 
indicated, Near normal precipitation is predicted over the Great 
Wakes region, Ohio Valley and southern Appalachians .(*This report 
released by the Weather Rureau on September 16, 1953).

GR ASSHOP & ERS - MICHIGAN - Cooperative survey completed on 
lower peninsula. Generally speaking, populations (Melanoplus 
femur-rubrum, M. mexicanus and Camnula _ pellucida on increase 
with more uniform infestation over area in contrast to increase in 
only lecalized areas last year. Areas in vicinities of Ludington, 
Manistee, Beulah, Traverse City and Cadillac show heaviest infes- 
tation; however, only localized spots show threatening populations.

OTATO PSYLUD (Par atriozs cockereiii} - UTAH - Severe damage 
to se inartet reported from Clihten,; Utah County. Damage noted in 
Devis, Veber, Tooele, Sait Lake, and other areas of Utah County, 
though believed to be not generally heavy. Adults more common an 
potatoes, matrimcny vine, ceppers, and tomatoes than for sever 
years. (Knowlton, September 5), | 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER ‘Pyrausta nubilalis) - VIRGINIA - 
Seriously damaging peppers on Hastern Shore. As high.as 95 per- 
cent of larger fruits infested in some fields. (Brubaker, Green- 
wood, Hofmaster). .

TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heilicthis armigera) and TOBACCO 'HORN- 
WORM (Protoparce sexta) populations light to moderate on fall 
tomatoes in Charleston, SOUTH CAROLINA area.. (Cuthbert). 


BLET LEAFHOPPER (Circuiifer tenellus) - UTAH - Only moder- 
atly injurious to tomatoes and cucurbits in most northern counties 
this season. (Knowlton, September 5). 
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L2SS2R CORNST ALK BORER (<lasmopalpus lignosellus) - 
VE Tents - Injuring snap beans on Eastern Shore. As high as 30 to 
40 percent of stand infested in some plantings. (Brubaker, Green- 


wood, Hofmaster). 


MEXICAN BUAN BEHTLE (Zpilachna varivestis) - VIRGINIA - 
Moderate numbers on fall snapbeans in Norfolk area. (Brubaker, 
Greenwood, Hofmaster). GiHONRGIA - Heavy infestation of all stages 
on beans and cowpeas in Union County. (Taylor). FLORIDA - 
Active in carly-planted fall snap beans in Gadsden County. Regquir- 
ing insecticides in spite of semi-drought and relatively high temper- 
atures, (May). 


ONION "HIPS (Thrips tabaci) - UTAH - Namage to onions common 
throughout most of State this season. (Knowlton). 


ONION MAGGOT (Hylemya antiqua) - U\ AH - Caused substantial 
loss to a few commercial onion growers and many home-gardeners 
in Cache, Davis and Utah Counties this season, (Knowlton). 


A FLEA BEBTUS (5 Vhylotreta ert uciferae) - OREGON - Caused 
injury to turnips and ot! other crucifers in W in Willamette Valley during 
August. (Crowell). 


CABBAG# CASTERPILUARS - SCUTH CAROLINA - Cabbage looper 
(7 richoplusia ni) continues to increase on fall cabbage in Charleston 
area. Unprotected plantings show considerable injury. (Cuthbert). 
VIRGINIA - Cabbage looper becoming fairly numerous and injurious 
to cole crops (mainly curly kale) in Norfolk area, (Brubaker, 
Greenwood, Hofmaster). 


A LETTUCE APHID - IDAHO - Continuing to build up on seedlettuce 
in southwestern area. Only very late fields have not been treated. 
(ifalz, September 5). 


PIC’ LE WORM (Diaphania nitidalis) and ME ‘LON YORM (D. hyalinata) 
appearing on fall cucumbers and squash in Charleston, SOUTH 
CAROLINA area in greater numbers than during past three years. 
Unvrotected sunmer squash has been killed, .(Cuthbert). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - MICHIGAN - Appear- 
ing in numbers:on cauliflower at Paw Paw and Grand Rapids and 
_ on cabbage at Lansing. insecticides required. (Hutson). 


SGUASH VINE BORER (Melittia cucurbitae}) - WISCONSIN - Con- 
siderable damage to squash in many southern ccunties. (Chambers). 


ORANGE TORT RIX (Argyrotaenia citrana) - ORHGON-- Indications 
that there may be fieid infestations in caneberries anywhere in 
Willamette Valiey ini954. This pest has apparently spread for at 
least 90 miles (see CEIR, vol 3, no. 35, p. 647). (Rosenstiel). 


SPIDER MIVES - WISCOWMIN.- Unusually abundant on small fruits, 
garden crops and soybeans in southern area. (Chambers). 
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PLUM CUACULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) - OHIO - Damage to 


peach and:plurs crop negligible as determined by fruit infestation 
records at harvest. (Rings), 


CCDLING MOTE (Carpocapsa pomonella) - MICHIGAN - New entries 
by late-summer-generation larvae noted. (Hutson). WASHINGTON - 
Second brood still coming to bait ee in large eee s September a; 
(Newcomer). 


ORIENTA? PRUET MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - OHIO - Injury to 
fruit, determined by examining orchard-run fruit, negligible in mid- 
season to late-season peaches. ‘his year 0.6 percent of fruit 
damaged comparea with 0.5 in 1952 and 0.8 in 195i. (Rings). WASH- 
INGTON -.Growers finding noticeable infestation in harvested 
peaches for first time since 1948. Infestation chiefly in orchards 
where only single early soray applied or where control otherwise 
inadequate, “arge numbers of moths still being taken in traps Sep- 
tember 2. Peaches from unsprayed trees as high as 56 percent in- 
fested. (Yothers). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - OHIO - 
Caused only minor injury to i953 peach crop, (Rings). 


CATFACING INSECTS:- OHIO - Catfaced peaches about as numerous 
in 1853 as 1952. Total of 2.2 percent of neaches examined at harvest 
in 1953 injured by plant bugs or stink bugs as compared with 2.0 per- 
cent in 1952. (Rings). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - WISCONSIN - Very com- 
raon in unsprayed and improperly sprayed orchards throughout State. 
(Chambers). GEORGIA - Heavy oviposition and lerval feeding on 
apples in Union, Fannin and Gilmer Counties. Adults continue to 
appear in abundance and attack fall varieties of apvles.: (T aylor). 


JAPANSSE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - OHIO - Severe defoliation 
in eee County. Wild grape, sassafras, sycamore, Virginia 
creeper, and elm were completely defoliated in large tracts. Some-. 
what lighter damage, restricted largely to ornamentals, occurred 

in Cleveland area, At Steubenville amount of defoliation was greatly 
reduced over that in 1952. (Polivka). 


A PHALAENITD (Catocala maestosa) - LOUISIANA - Defoliated bitter 
pecan forests in Boeuf'River Basin in May and June. (Viosca).

BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - LOUISIANA - Heavy popu-. 
lations developing rapidly. (Smith). MISSOURI - Except in some 
field around miei of Boron area, aera very light. (Kyd, 
Thomas). : 


PINK BOLL WORM (© ‘ectinophora gossypiella) - TEXAS - Gin trash 
ipeseetion continued in.12 central counties with nine of these show- 
ing some pink bollworm increase over last year, but only one 
(Travis) shows significant increase, (Jeffrey). Incomplete exami- 
nations of green bolls from 70 fields in 17 west Texas counties. 
showed pink bollworm infestations in 16 fields in 10 counties. 
(Robertson). HKesults of inspection in LOUISIANA, ALABAMA, 
GEORGIA AND FLORIDA continued negative, (Jeffrey). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Continue problem in Mari- 
copa, Pinal, Yuma and Pima Counties.

LOUISI- 
ANA = Moths extremely abundant in cotton fields, throughout mest 
of State. Approximately 50 percent parasitism of eggs by Tricho- 
gramma sp. in one field in Pointe Coupee Parish. (Smith). 
MISSISSIPPI -Still feeding on cotton plants in delta section. (Young). 
GEORGIA - Defoliating cotton in Vreutlen County. (Jordan). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - 
MiSSISSIPPI - Damage to cotton in Lee oa id (Smith). 


FALL ARMY: HORM. ( aphygma Phugipéndad - MISSISSIPPI - Feeding 
on cotton in Lee County. (Smith).

COTTON LEAF PERFOCERATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - ARIZONA -

SPIDER MIT#S - LOUISIANA - Heavy populations building up rapidly. 
(Smith), 
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Cotton Pest Situation, San Joaquin Valley, California: Very little 
scarring by THRIPS or SPIDER MITES. LYGUS BUG populations | 
in general much lighter than1952. Predators, Geocoris spp. and 
Orius tristicolor found in all fields swept. A survey of 35, 000 
acres in northern cotton counties showed only 750 lygus, but 210 
predators, in10,00C sweeps. According to reports, demand for 
controls less than last year in southern counties. (iockwood, Rept. 
for August). 


FOREST INSES TS 


WAUKINGSTICK (Diapheromera femorata) - WISCONSIN - Very 
abundant in Boor County, in addition to the several northern counties, 
for the first time this year. Considerable damage to small fruit 
planange etl to infested woodland, (Chambers). 


MIMOSA WE2BWORM (Homadaula sepetieen - MISSISSIPPI - Dam- 
aging Agee trees in Tate County. This insect previously - 
received from Marshall County this eet, and from Desota County. 
in 1952. atern ith, Hutchins). 


BIRCH SKELETONIZER (Blosursene canadensisella) - WISCONSIN - 
Has been unusually heavy throughout entire State. Birch in northern 
tier of counties completely defoliated or Jones has turned Brewin 
(Chambers). : 


SMALUER EUROPEAN ELM BARK BEETLE (Scolytus multistriatus) 
OKLAHOMA - Heavy infestation in Ponca City, Kay County. Although 
no evidence of Dutch elm disease has been found, about 150 American 

elms dead:or dying. (Fenton). According to available files, this is 
the first record of this insect in Kay County. 


IPS BEETLES -.-GHORGIA - Moderate infestation attacking trunks 
of pines in Jasper County. (Milner). 


NANTUCKET PIN® MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - OKLAHOMA - 
Infestations exceedingly heavy. On untreated pines almost all tips 
infested with from 3-5 larvae. (Howell). 


GREEN-STRIPED MAPLEWORM (Anisota rubicunds} - MISSOURI- 
Second-generation larvae continue defoliation cf soft maples in 
Os area, (Kyd,.Thomas)}. 


INTRODUCE D PINE SAWFLY (Diprion simile} - WISCONSIN - 
Second brood very heavy in Burnett and Washburn countien: High 
parasitism observed, (Chambers). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rnyacicnia dbuciiana) - WISCON- 
SIN - Relatively nev’ in State, put being found in increasing numbers 
in Waukesha, Miiwaukee, Jefferson and Manitowcc Ccunties.

MISCELLANHOUS INSECTS 


BARWIGS - FLORIDA - Considerable nuisance in some dwellings 
and tourist courts at Quincy.. (Guthrie). 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTS es PTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


Veuutables: in ships stores oe foveignt countries inapectedba at 
various ports recently were found infested with the foilowing SOS: 
not known to occur in the continental United States. 


Living larvae of a leaf miner, Gnorimoschema sp. nr. or = 
ocellatella Boyd were taken in beets from Italy at Philadelphia - 
("reedland). This insect has been reported mining the leaves and 
boring in the roots of beets in Europe and South Africa. . 


Adults of four species of Phyllotreta were intercepted: atra (F.), 
consobrina (Curt.), undulata Kutsch on cabbage from France at 
Newport News (Matthews) and vittula (Redt.) cn watercress from 
France at New York (Chanmsn). These flea beetles are considered 
important nests of crucifers in Europe. Four other species of 
Phyllotreta have already been. introduced into this country from 
Hurope anal: are now pests of crucifers here. 


Living tarvee of Dacus cucurbitae Soqg., the melon fly, were found 
in the following vegetables from Hawaii: cucumbers at San Pedro 

(Reise), tomatoes at Seattle (Goodall, Chapel, Nelson) and peppers 
at San Diego (Phelan). 


Living larvae of Maruca testulalis Gey., a bean pod borer, were 
taken in string beans from Brazil at Boston (Crump) and from 
Hawaii at Savannah (Durham), This insect is a serious pest of 
legumes throughout most of the subtropical regions of the world.. 


‘,iving larvae of Apion carduorum Kby., an artichoke weevil, were 
intercepted on globe artichokes from France (Shemin, ULineham) 
and Italy (Tuthill, Johnston, Burnham) at ‘New’ York. This insect 
has been reported iniurious to globe artichokes and cardoon SESS: 
in the Mediterranean area, 


Living larvae of Neoleucinodes elegantalis Guen., a fruitworm, 
were found in peppers from Brazil at Philadelphia (Freedland), 
“his insect is ‘considered an important pest of peppers and tomatoes 
in Brazil and an occasional pest of solanaceous crops in Mexico and 
the West Indies. 


Living larvae, pupae and adults of Cylas pnuncticollis Boh.,a 
sweet potatc weevil, were taken in sweet potatoes from Nigeria 
at Philadelphia {Kennelty}. This species is reported to be of con- 
siderable economic importance in Africa.

iLLINOIS - Survey of peach insects at harvest in 32 representative 
orchards in southern Ziinois showsfcliowing results: PLUM 
CURCUUGIO - wormy 1.34 percent, stung .72 percent; ORIENTAL 
FRUIT MOTH - .18 percent; RED-BANDED LSAFr ROLLER - 

» 73 percent; CATFACING - 3.26 percent. All these figures are 
new lows compared with past years' survey. Apparentiy late third 
or partial fourth brocd of CODLING MOTH anticipated for southern 
area will not materialize. Examinations cf Larvae in untreated 
bands, placed in several orchards in August, show very few pupae, 
and there havebeen almost no fresh entrances in orchards lately.
